U. S. AGREES TO SETTLEMENT 


OF CLAIMS AGAINST GERMANY 


GROWING OUT OF WORLD WAR 


WASHINGTON. D. C.—The signing 


in Berlin on Thursday 
oi' an 


agreement between the United States 
nnd Germany for the determination 
of the amount of American claims 
against 
Germany 
was announced 


Thursday night by Secretary of State 
Hughes. 


The agreement provides for a mix- 


ed claims commission of two com- 
missioners and an umpire. One com- 
missioner is to be named by the Unit- 
ed States, the other by 
Germany. 


President Harding named William 


Rnfus Day. an associate justice of 
the United States Supreme court, lo 
act as umpire. This appointment of 
Justice Day was made possible be- 
cause simultaneously -with the sign- 
ing of the agreement, the German 
government expressed its desir» to 
hare an American citizen 
appointed 


as the umpire and requested Presi- 
dent Harding to make the designa- 
tion. The umpire will df-cicle finally 
any question on which the commis- 
sioners can not agree. 


There appears to be no intention 


on the part of the administration to 
make the operation of this agreement j 
contingent upun its ratification by 


j the United States senate. The agree- 


I ment provides that it shall "come into 
force on the date- o£ its signature'."

were terrorized by a gunman wbo 
hovered in the woods, orchard and 
cornfields near the Weimar home and 
fireri on the firefighters. 


The blaze started in the barn about 


10 p. m. The structure was destroy- 
ed as well as several head of blooded 
cattle. 
Most of the cattle were in a 


meadow near the farmhouse for the 
night and were not in the born. For 
two and a half 
hours 
neighbors 


fought the flames and succeeded in 
confining the fire to the barn. ' The 
chemical truck was sent from Coon

| the house and other buildings. 


About, midnight a shot was heard 


coming from the orchard or cornfield 
north of the barn. Some time before 
the shot was heard, farmers saw a 
flashlight

to investigate. Later on, a shot was 
henrd from a cornfield south of the 
barn. 
Before the shot was heard the 


flashlight was seen moving about in 
the woods nenr the cornfield. 


Friday morning when Mr. Weimar

The 
jiroerc-ss reported is highly satisfactory. 
Al- 


rfaciy there has been a quickening of this na- 
tural artery of travel, and the outlook for rapid 
improvement is substantial because laid upon 
;-. foundation of constructive achievement 
in 


v.'hicii the v/ork of each day counts for the ac- 
complishment of the next. Perhaps even more 
important than the things that actually have 
been done is the establishment of a solidarity 
of opinion and purpose favorable to the pro- 
ject thrijiighout the Mississippi valley. When 
a great people become determined upon an 
achievement, and go about it in a constructive 
and far-seeing v.-ay, the end is seldom in doubt. 


The ^Mississippi river forms one side of 


the great waterway triangle, of which the St. 
Lawrence shipway is another, that is to bring 
tidewater to the world's greatest inland em- 
pire. Soon we of the middle west, like our fel- 
low citizens on the, Atlantic, and Pacific, will 
"go clown to the sea in ships." Taking ocean 
cargoes at Green Bay 
and 
Milwaukee, La 


Crosse and Alma will mean much to us indus- 
trially, for the handling of heavy freight in 
both raw material and finished products 
in 


large cargoes billed to and from all the world 
is an advantage that will put us on a manufac- 
turing par with Massachusetts. Even more im- 
portant will it be to the farmer, who knows 
that his great problem is free access to ample 
competitive markets. 
The Wisconsin farmer 


is a scientist in his line. 
He knows how to 


raise crops, and they are many and varied. His 
tobacco is a tremendous asset. lie leads in 
blooded live stock. He sets a world pace in 
cheese. He is in the front rank of the world's 
production. All he needs is that fast turnover 
of his crops and cattle in active markets to be- 
come the most prosperous farmer in the world. 
His chance to attain this goal is linked with 
the waterway development. 


We are in a good way to arrive, somewhere 


with this project. Not only is the Mississippi 
valley a unit favorable to it, but the Mississippi 
and the St. Lawrence shipway sections of the 
population, ceasing their early rivalry, have 
joined hands in a united effort. They are pull- 
ing together. 


All this, of course, takes for granted a re- 


vived merchant marine. This country owns a 
great commercial fleet. 
It came to us at a 


relatively high expense, because its creation 
was a war enterprise. We can keep it, or lose 
it. There are two ways of keeping it. Either 
v.-ay involves the expenditure of money from 
the public purse, because we cannot compete 
v.ith the marine freight rates of other nations 
and at the same time maintain for our shipping 
the higher standards of living which have made 
America the world's leading nation. We must 
pay a ship subsidy to private owners, or the 
government must operate the ships, 
paying 


through general taxation the 
difference 
be- 


tween American operation cost and that 
of 


other countries. 
One sees that it comes 
to 


about the same thing, and so the only difference 
of opinion in this country will be upon the 
question of whether government operation with 


'<* subsidy is better than private operation with 
a subsidy. That one or the other of these cours- 
es v.-ill ],i- adopted seems inevitable. When only 
the scacoasts were interested, the majority of 
the- country was opposed, and shipping 
de- 


clined. But the great inland states on and near 
the Mississippi, the Great Lakes and the St. 
Lav/rener- v. ill not commit the folly of spending 
millions to bring ocean vessels to their doors 
without making sure that there shall be vessels 
to be brought. And when the ships come home 
i'' us. bringing our coal and other raw materi- 
als, and taking to market our live stock and 
dairy products and our crops, no doubt Jherc 
v.'ill come to this whole section 
a prosperity 


, which at its normal stages should equal the 
best boorn times of earlier days. 


Wisconsin, with the Mississippi on one side 


fcnd the Great Lakes on the other, is a two-fold 


beneficiary of the combined 0 Mississippi-St. 
Lawrence shipway project. 
It should study 


the economic advantages involved, and refuse 
to be carried away from its own interests by 
partisan political' considerations. In no other 
one thing is its fortunes so surely bound up. 
It cannot afford to make a mistake. The moun- 
tain will never come to Mahomet, but 
Ma- 


homet is coming to the mountain. The seas 
are coming to our east and west borders. And 
without ships, what is a seal One way or an- 
other, we must have ships. 


Both Wrong

E don't believe there is any very serious sym- 


palliy in any large proportion of the nation 


for William Z. Foster, avowed communist and 
prideful "red". 
Foster wormed himself into 


Hie steel strike in 1920 and got organized labor 
in bad. 
The strike was lost, and with it went 


a lot of the respect and confidence the public 
bad in the labor movement—at least on the part 
of those outsiders who regarded Foster and his 
syndicalist theories as truly representative of 
American labor because they saw only the sur- 
face of things. Foster is out of the A. F. of L. 
now, and was manhandled at their last conven- 
tion for an effort to propogate his theories. But 
for the effect on many folks who don't look into 
the inwards of the labor movement the barn was 
locked too late. 


Nevertheless the state of Colorado did itself 


no good by running Foster out of its borders. 
The confession of Adjutant General Hamrock 
that "no law was consulted" is its own accusa- 
tion. Foster is a no-account citizen, and prob- 
ably most of the state of Colorado would be glad 
to be shut of him. 
But to railroad him without 


warrant of law is to make him a martyr, nndi 
give him a basis to cry out upon the abuses of' 
our government. 


Foster can do twice as much damage with 


such a foundation for bis yell as he could if bis 
pestiferous propaganda were ignored.

ippi Valley." said Mr. Faxon in the- 
Madison interview.

ignoring of the potential strength the] 
valley 'states had in economic sub-! 
jrcts if they acted as one. These 
instances of unitc-d operation, to their 
own good, have now become so fre- 
quent, and so satisfactory that they 
are now the rule and not the excep- 
tion. 
Waterways an Instances 


"Waterways improvement is one 


instance. 
By standing together, the 


Mississippi Valley had laid out for 
national inspection and approval a 
comprehensive program for improve- 
ment and use of our inland water- 
ways. The Mississippi is the chief 
example where successful bargf- op- 
peration is now in force below St. 
Ixmis. Service on the upper river is 
about to be installed. Its effect on 
the commercial and economic life of 
Wisconsin is important. Tributaries 
like the Missouri and Ohio are also 
in the same- program. 


"Improvement of south port condi- 


tions is another instance. Had it not 
been for valley unity, we would still ! 
be at the mercy of New York and 
north Atlantic ports. 
Now we have 


such consistent and assured devolop- 
r.vnt of gulf ports that the commerce 
of the 
valley feeds naturally 
i n t o j 


them, and to advantage of the up-1 
per valley, of course. 
\ 


"Rectification of certain railroad | 


rate schedules—preservation of ex- 
port grain and other commodity rates 
—was another instance. When the 
valley called for the clans to assemble 
for a rnlley fight for economic free- 
dom, fl^y came in hnte and joy! The 
valley enjoys a contest, pnrticul.'irly 
when it is to be the gainer because 
of wresting some further recognition 
and advantage 1'. 


"Then came the Great T,akes-St. 


Lawrence project that great econom- 
ic undertaking that means so much 
to all these north and northwest and 
soralled 'midwest' states like Iowa 
and Nebra.ska and Kansas. The Val- 
ley Association was the first inter- 
state organization to write the St. 
Lawrence project appreciation upon 
its program. It has remained there 
since. 


Foreign Trade Aided 


"Foreign trade has been advantag- 


ed tremendous! by this valley unity. 
From 20 per cent, upward to as much 
as 40 per cent of our agricultural and ! 
livestock products 
go into foreign j 


Trade. From ten per cent to 17 pet- 
cent of our industrial products simi- 
larly go. It used to be that a farmer 
or a businessman or even n newspa- 
per in the Mississippi Valley felt 
that foreign trade, was nice and ro- 
mantic and more or less alluring, but 
•was 'so far away,' and didn't 'touch 
our lives at all!' It seems curious now 
to admit, that we ever felt that way, 
but we did. And now we don't; We 
rise up and claim our supremacy in 
foreign trade and what is more, we 
try to help promote it and say we will 
keep what we have and get more! 


"Of course we shall have a mer- 


chant marine at last in this country, 
•with the pending ship subsidy bill 
which is certain to be passed, and 
which is the delivery-wagon for all 
this surplus commerce of ours that 
jroes into foreign markets.

A few weeks ago Lloyd 'George 


through semi-official channels caus- 
ed to be put out the report the Bri- 
tish Government, without 
waiting 


longer for American action, purposed 
to cancel the debts owed by its al- 
lies of the war and abolish its claim 
upon Germany or even transfer to 
France the percentage of German re- 
parations due Britain. The sum of 
German reparations was to be reduc- 
ed by the amount of British cancel- 
lations and. it was hoped, by further 
reductions made at the expense of 
the other creditor nations following- 
the British example. 


British Voters Displeased 


It seems clear now that this tenta- 


tive proposal did not please the Bri- 
tish electorate, who were not all sa- 
tisfied that the United States would 
not join in tho cancellation, thus lift- 
ing a burden of approximately $5,- 
000.000,000.000 from British shoul- 
ders, and were i-qually dissatisfied at 
the idea that while Britain pair! the 
United States, no one paid Britain. 
This double dissatisfaction explains 
the completo volte-face between the' 
proposals of n few weeks ago. which 
were never made formally, and (hose 
of the Balfour Note.
